AUSTIN, Texas (Jan. 25, 2017) – On Saturday, Jan. 28, 2017 at 10:00 a.m., the Texas Army 

National Guard will bid goodbye and good luck to various elements and members of the 36th 

Infantry Division as they mobilize for a second rotation to Afghanistan in support of Operation 

Freedom’s Sentinel. The deployment ceremony will be held at Cameron Parade Field located at 

Battalion Ave. and 25th Street on Fort Hood, Texas.
